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AN OPEN LETTER TO 
MR. CHURCHILL 


Jewish Army Plea 


Our New York correspondent cables: 

The Committee for a Jewish Army on Monday published a 
full-page * opgp letter to Mr. Churchill in the leading news- 
papers of 26 of the principal cities in the United States, including 
the New York TItmes. t the same time, a large volume of 
telegrams from non-Jews have poured in on the Prime Minister. 
pleading that “the Jews of Palestine and Stateless Jews be 
granted the right to fight and die if need be for democracy 
under the walls of Jerusalem.” 

In the course of the open letter it is declared: 

* Hitler is about to stake his all in one cataclysmic bloody 
gamble to capture those regions of South-Eastern Europe and 
the Middle and Near East which could supply him with the 
one essential material of war he begins to leck—oil—which 
would isolate our Russian Allies and threaten our supply 
routes to Australia 


“ We respectfully beg to draw your attention to the fact 
that 100,000 young Jews of military age in Palestine and 
the Middle East are ready and eager to take up arms 
immediately and be formed into a Jewish Army under the 
supreme Allied command to take the field wherever the 
danger is greatest. 


“They need not be transported on our heavily taxed bottoms 
through submarine-infested seas. This potential Jewish Army 
is on the spot. So tar the Jews of Palestine, to whom othe: 
thousands of Stateless Jews would willingly join’ themselves. 
have been denied the right to fight under their own banner and 
join in the battle for the Four Freedoms everywhere, in the 
world battle against the enemy of mankind, who singled out 
their people for the first and most bestial attack. We do not 
wish to embarrass Great Britain in the slightest in the hour 
when her Empire is engaged in a struggle of life and death 
You have said on occasion that you are firmly convinced that 
it ws the ideals of the Prophets of Israel, the ideals of justice 
and treedom tor all nations, which will ultimately triumph in 
this war. We are grateful to you for that hope and promise. 


“ As descendants of . Puritans, Huguenots, and Water- 
Beggars’ we therefore appeal to you as leader of the Christian 
people of Britain, sons of the pikemen of Cromwell, to end 
the scandal of history which has compelled another great 
people, the Jews, to haunt the corridors of time as beggars 
and ghosts and waifs of every storm that blows. We appeal 
to you as a statesman of daring and boldness and imagination 
to bring the ideals of Israel's prophets from the realm of 
metaphysical and philosophic speculation down to earth by 
translating them into a new covenant, a concreté new 
phenomenon: an Army of modern Maccabees 200,000 strong 
on the shores of the Suez Canal at the side of the other 
troops of the United Nations now there under British 
leadership.” 

Water-Beegars is a term that was applhed to the old-time Pioncers 
who opencd up the South-Western States] 


RUSSIA'S SUBMARINE ACE 


The Soviet submarine. commander, Captain Israel Fisanovitch 
(whose exploits have been described in THe Jewisu CHRONICLE), 
iS gaining new fame in Russia. In operations in Northern waters 
he attacked enemy transports and warships with great success, 
and repeatedly proved his ability to avoid mine fields and 
penetrate into enemy ports, doing great damage. He has also 
helped greatly to ensure the safety of Allied convoys. 

Recently the Soviet Government honoured Captain Fisano- 
vitch with the title of Hero of the Soviet Union, the Lenin 
Order, and the Gold Star Medal. Among the successes for 
which he gained these honours was a daring daylight raid into 
a well-protected enemy harbour, in the course of which he 
sank two transports. In another operation he sank a transport 
of 6,000 tons, and although his submarine was heavily bombed 
by the énemy he managed to bring her safely to a Soviet harbour. 


JEWISH PRISONERS AT BIR HAKEIM 


The Italian radio states that among the prisoners of war taken 
by Axis troops at Bir Hakeim, in Libya, were many Jews who 
served in the Free French Forces. They were originally attached 
to the French Foreign Legion, and after the collapse of France 
joined General de Gaulle 


SWEDISH PARLIAMENT CONDEMNS 
RACE.HATRED 


A resolution condemning raciad and religious hatred has been 
unanimously passed by the Swedish Parliament 

The resolution was contained in a report submitted to Partia- 
ment by the First Law Committee. It declared that statements 
likely to provoke hatred against groups of citizens because of 
their religion or race were inexcusable and could not be 
tolerated, and added that it would serve the interests of public 
order and protect decency in public life if such statements 
would be made a punishable offence. 

The rapporteur on the report of the Law Committee 
emphasised that the passing of this resolution was tantamount 
to a condemnation of anti-Semitism amd that it was therefore 
advisable to prepare Iegislation specifically prohibiting anti- 
Semitic propaganda in Sweden.

In the absence of Professor S. Brodetsky (Leeds, United), 
the President of the Board of Deputies, who was engaged 
on University examination duties, Tuesday's meeting of 
the Board .was presided over by Sie Rostrt Wares 
Conen, K.B.E. (United Synagogue) 

Ihe meeting opened with a number of questions 

Mr. Cartes Rupens (New Kahal Chassidim, Manchester) 
asked whether the Board was consulted beforchand about 
the publication in the press of an extract from the Chie! Rabbi's 
Shavuot sermon; if not, whether the Chairman could state in 
what circumstances this was reported in various newspapers; 
and whether in view of the misleading impression as to the 
gencral purpose of the sermon which was conveyed to the 
public by the published extracts, steps would be taken to 
ensure that in future any

Mr. Liverman expressed the congratulations of the Board to 
Sir Robert on his election as President of the United Synagogue 

In returning thanks. Si Robert said be saw in THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE a report of some remarks he was said to have made 
when he was elected to that very distinguished office. He was 
said to have expressed himself as having a sense that. he was 
worthy to hold the position. He was sure that that was a 
travesty of the feeling which he had. Perhaps his articulation 
was imperfect. What he said was that if he was worthy to 
hold the position that was a very great and kind tribute from 
people whom he had served for so long. ) 

{The report as printed in Tur Crronicte of June was checked 
with the reporter's copy and found to be accurate according to her notes 
She is a skilled shorthand writer She also clearly recollects the impression 
Sir Robert's remarks made on her as she was recording them. No doubt 
Sir Robert was “thinking ahead “ of what he was sasine and consequently 
expressed himself in those words unintentionally.—Eo., J.C] 


Sir Robert said that Professor Brodetsky had asked him to 
sav that he desired to associate himself with Mr. Liverman’s 
remarks. 

The Chairman moved the report of the Executive Commitice, 
in the course of which Wt was stated: 

The Board has received a stirring appeal! from the Plenary Session of the 
Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee of the Sovict Union addressed to Jews all 
over the world. calling upon them to follow the cxample of the Jews in 
Soviet Russia in making every sacrifice and every endeavour, sparing neither 
life nor propétty. in the struggle for the final overthrow of Hitler, the 
common cnemy of human civilisation, who is determined upon the exter- 
mination of the Jewish people. A warm and sympathetic response has been 
sent to this appeal.” 

Mr. H. A. Goopman (Union of Orthodox Hebrew Conerega- 
tions) said that he thought they should tell their Russian 
brethren that they desired nothing more than to be united with 
them in spirit and in practice. But unity must be mutual, They 
would, for instance, ke to know why it was impossible at the 
present moment for a Polish Jewish refugee in Russia who held 
a certificate for Palestine to leave Russia, and why Jewish 
immigration from Russia to-day had almost ceased. They 
were continually informed of what Russian Jews were doing 
for the war effort, and they were proud of that effort. But they 
knew that Russian Jews were not informed of. what Jews in 
other parts of the world were doing, and they did not know 
that the whole of the Yishuv was mobilised in the cause of the 
United Nations. 

Mr. Isaac Landau commented on the absence from the report 
of any reference to the debate at the last session of the Board 
with regard to a protest to the Colonial Office concerning the 
admission of their suffering brethren to Palestine. 

Mr. Davip BrormacHer (Vine Court) called for more pro- 
paganda on the Jewish problem on the home front. Referring 
to the resolution passed by the Labour Party, he said it had been 
completely ignored by the British daily press, with the exception

Total Yishuv Recruitment Call 


A joint call to the Yishuv for a total recruiting effort was 
issued on Saturday night over the Jerusalem wircless by the 
Jewish Agency Executive and the Vaad Leumi. The Palestine 
Jewish community was urged to throw into the war effort its 
entire man-power and all its matcrial means to “ mect the 
enemy at the gates.” 

All men and women between the ages of 17 and 45 are called 
upon to join the national services: bachelors and married men 
without children between 20 and 31 to join the armed forces. 
Ihe mobilisation plan further provides tor all youths aged 17 
to go into agricultural work while undergoing a thorough 
military training: 18-year-olds will be directed into the Auxithary 
Police, doing at the same time agricultural work. Those leaving 
secondary schools will be trained for one year’s national service 

Men between 20 and 31 who are heads of tamilies are asked 
cither to perform Auxiliary Police duties, combined with agree 
cultural work or to join the Home Guard. The same applies to 
men between 36 and 45. Giris between 17 and 19 will do agrt- 
cultural work and will be traiaed for auxiliary military service 
Women between 20 and 45 will jom the Auxihary Territorial 
Service. or the Civil Defence Service. or do agricultural work. 
unless they have to look alter their smali children 

At the same time, a campaign for raising a recruiting fund 
was proclamed The tund will be utthsed tor providing com- 
forts for members of the forces, for assisting the families, 
of soldiers and auxiliary policemen, for helping discharged 
soldiers, for meeting special security requirements, and = tor 
financing the organisation of the recruitment campaign.

ZIONIST YOUTH CONFERENCE 
Criticism of Jewish Chaplaincy 
UNITED PALESTINE FUND URGED 


At the cighth annual conference of the Federation of Zionist 
Youth at the Royal Hotel, Woburn Place, W.C.1, on Sunday, 
the President, Mr. John White, said the time had come to 
realise that Zionism had to find a place in the Anglo-Jewish 
Community, as in other parts of the world, which it had not 
had previously. Thére were many more Zionist youth in 
England to-day who had come from the Continent in the last 
five or six years than there were people brought up in the 
Anglo-Jewish Community who were Zionists. 

That result had been due to the force of circumstances, he 
said. But it certainly presented a problem which they must 
face, and it was a fact which they must bear in mind when they 
considered the whole question of Zionist Youth work in 
England. The Federation and Habonim were the only two 
organisations in the country which could go to Anaio-Seiwish 
youth as a whole, and the coming year must see an organisation 
of the Zionist Youth Movement which must involve a com- 
bination along definite lines of the Federation of Zionist Youth 
and Habonim. 

A discugsion took place on the annual report, which was 
presented by Miss Debbie Wiseman, who referred to the 
regular contacts which, albeit on a small scale, had been made 
with members in the Forces. 

Mr. David L. Hirschberg moved a resolution “ that the con- 
ference considers that the objecte of the Federation of Zionist 
Youth should also include the education of Zionist youth to 
actual participation in the rebuilding of the Jewish Nationa!

FEDERATION OF WOMEN ZIONISTS 
A Welcome to Mrs. Silverman 


A crowded meeting of members of the Federation of Women 
Zionists gathered on Thursday in last week at the Anglo-Pales- 
tinian Club to accord a welcome to Mrs. Archibald Silverman. 
The arrangements had been made by the Propaganda Committee 
of the F.W.Z.. under the ‘Chairmanship of Mrs. Tina Bloch. 
Mrs. I, M. Sieff presided. 

Mrs. Silverman described the cycle of Yomim Tovim as they 
are actually celebrated in Eretz Yisrael, where “ Jews sing as 
they never sing in Galut.” By working for Palestine, she said, 
every Jewish woman was helping to share those happy Yomim 
Tovim, and such was the miracle of Palestine that even il you 
did nothing at all, you still had your share in the achievements 
of the Jewish National Home, since you were a member ol 
the wonderful new Jewry that was being born in Eretz Yisracl, 
Nowhere but in Palestine, said Mrs. Silverman, could such an 
incident have occurred as that when Jewish children said prayers 
at the Wailing Wall on Yon? Kippur in 1936 for the trces 
murdered by the Arabs in the disturbances. And those same 
children sang a Hebrew song, inviting the Arabs to learn to 
love trees and to desist from their anutilation. It was that 
spirit, devoid of feeli of hatred or vengeance, but full of 
a sincere desire to teath others the marvellous truths of his 
own philosophy of life, that inspired the Jew’s behaviour towards 
his Arab neighbour, 


Mrs. R. Kissman, a Continental Zionist and Wizo worker, 1s 
to assist the Federation of Women Zionists with propaganda 
and organisation work. She has undertaken to visit F.W.Z. 
societies all over the country. Mrs. Kissman was for many 
years Chairman of the Wizo group in Graz, which she founded. 

When the Nazis came to power in Austria, she was the only 
woman to be imprisoned on account of her Wizo activities, 
but she was eventually released, and left for Yugoslavia, where 
again she undertook Wizo activities. Later, she and her husband 
were cnabled to come to England.

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CENTRAL SUPPLY COMMITTEE 
SET UP 


No Need for Bread Rationing 


A comprehensive report on Palestine’s supply situation was 
given by Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of the Jewish Agency, 
at a plenary session of the Vaad Leumi held in Jerusarem 
last week. 

Mr. Kaplan pointed out that imports into Palestine had 
increased during the first quarter of the current year to 
£5.500,000, compared with £2,400,000 during the same period of 
last year. A satisfactory reserve of wheat had been accumu- 
lated, which made it unnecessary for the Palestine Government 
io introduce bread rationing. 

Referring to the expansion of the country’s industry and the 
increase of its war effort, he«stated that what the country 
needed most were raw materials and qualified workers, whereas 
the solution of the financial problem would present less difficulty. 

It was decided to set up a Central Supply Committee to 
co-operate with the Economic Department of the Jewish Agency. 


CAPTURE OF TWO ENEMY AGENTS 
Army Rewards Jewish Railwayman 


Reuben Solomowitz;‘ aged 41, a Jewish railway guard, of 
Tel-Aviv. has received a reward from the Military Cammande: 
for the Tel-Aviv area, Colonel Wilkins, in recognition of his 
assistance in the capture of two alleged cnemy agents some- 
where in Southern Palestine some months ago. 

Colonel Wilkins. in presenting the reward, said that Solomo- 
witz was instrumental in the capture of two dangerous characters 
who meant mischief and intended to retard the war. effort 
The General Officer Commanding, Palestine, had requested him 
to present Solomowitz. with a smal token on behalf of the 
British Army.

Germans Who Fraternise With Jews 


The Stuttgart N. S. Kurtrr notes “ with disgust” that lately 
an “ever-increasing number of citizens show favour to Jews wear- 
ing the yellow Demonstrations in favour of Jews 
are nothing unusual now in Stutigart. Shaking hands with Jews 
in the street sccms to have become a fashion as a demonstration 
of pity. One well-known German woman in Stuttgart openly 
stated, * It needs more courage to appear on the streets wearing 
a Jewish badge than to march to the front” ” 

The paper threatens that in future the police will interfere, 
as “ this behaviour has developed into a demonstration against 
a Nazi ideal.” 

A German Catholic priest (whose name, of course. was not 
divulged) recently broadcast an address from the illegal German 
Freedom Youth Station in which he described how non-Jews 
in his parish actively help the Jews to survive the intolerable con- 
ditions created by the Nazi regime.

names “in order to eradicate the pro-Semitic craze among the 
Dutch people.” 


SAVED FROM THE CRIMEA 


Several thousand Sewish setilers have been evacuated from 
the Crimea and resettled in Uzbekistan, ia Central Asia, says a 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency report from Kuibyshev, An eye- 
witness declared that the evacuation was carried out in complete 
order, the Jews leaving with their cattle and movable property. 


PRO-JEWISH DEMONSTRATIONS 
IN ITALY 


The Recime Fascista, the organ of the Italian Jew-baiter 
Roberto Farinacci, has published an article censuring [talians 
for organising pro-Jewish demonstrations at railway stations 
in Rome, Milan, and other cities when groups of- Jews dratted 
for forced labour were departing for labour camps. The 
demonstrators, the paper inveighs, are disloyal elements sabotag- 
ing the Fascist regime. 


RALLYING AGAINST JAP MENACE 
Jews Join in Indian Defence 


Undismayed by the Japanese threat to India, Indian Jewry is 
throwing its full weight into the war effort. reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. The Jews have offered their closest co- 
operation to the Government in all matters concerning the 
prosecution of the war and a high percentage of the male 
Jewish population of military age have jomed the Army, Navy, 
and Air Force. Liberal contributions are being made to war 
funds, and the Jewish War Effort Committee, which was set_up 
over two years ago, has helped to raise over 20,000 rupees in 
Bombaye alone. 

In the meantime, over 600 Je including many elderly 
people and babies, are now safe in @alcutta, whither they fled 
from Rangoon, Mandalay, and other towns in Burma. managing 
to escape only with their lives. For about a month they 
travelled on foot, crossing mountains, rivers, and forests until 
they reached safety. They slept in the open in malaria-infested 
arcas and were subjected to constant bombing. They arrived in 
Calcutta in a deplorable condition. 

Without any means, like other refugees, they are now 
dependent upon the goodwill of the people among whom they 
have come to live. They have been given every assistance by 
the Government of India, and the Jewish communities of Cai- 
cutta and Bombay are helping to mitigate their sufferings. 


JAP INVADERS STRIKE AT JEWS 


The Japanese invaders in the Philippines, Dutch East Indies. 
Singapore, Malaya, Hong Kong, and Burma have ordered the 
local authorities to submit to them complete lists of Jewish 
relugees and of alicn Jewish residents. All Jews, state the 
Japanese, are to be regarded as a dangerous element whose 
activities are calculated to help the Allies. 

In Japan itself, Jews are no longer allowed to visit spas or 
to leave Tokyo, even for short excursions 

Ihe puppet Government of Siam, now under the control of 
Japan, has announced the enactment of anti-Jewish laws. An 


order has been issued for the internment of all German Jewish 
reluvecs. 


GIBRALTAR EVACUEES IN MADEIRA 
£5,000 Free Loan to Government 


As a result of the intervention of the Board of Deputies, the 
Sympathetic heip of the Foreign Office and the kindly interest 
of the British Consul at Funchal (Madeira), arrangements have 
been made to help the poor Jewish evacuees from Gibraltar 
who are at present im Madeira, and who encountered special 
dithculties by reason of the necessity for Orthodox dietary. These

WHEN GOEBBELS BLUNDERED 
‘The Film Star With a Jewish Wife 


In the course of the extracts from “ Last Train from Berlin,” 
by Howard K. Smith, the American newspaper correspondent, 
which are appearing in the Sunpay Picroriat, there is the 
following reference to the tragedy of Joachim Gottschalk, whom 
the author describes as “ one of Germany's most intelligent and 
hardworking film actors.” Gottschalk, many were convinced, 
was of Jewish extraction. There was no doubt that his wife 
was a Jewess. Mr. Smith wrote: ; 

Against the will of the Propeganda Ministry. this handsome young actor 
became popular overnight a year or so ago. The reason he was officially 
disliked was that he was married to a full-blooded Jewess. And he repeatedly 
refused suggestions’ from the Nazis to divorce his wife and enjoy a 
smoother rise to fame - 

Gottschalk was becoming a German institution at the time the Nazis 
marched into Russia, and Geebbels was worricd. So he presented the film 
Star with an ultimatum. It wae this. Gottschalk had to leave his wife and 
half-Jewish child, or be banished from the profession for ever. He refused. 

So the Nazis gave his wile and child one day to pack and join the Jewish 
cxodus to the Last. Gottschalk was not permitted to go with them 

The night the Gestapo arrived at the Gottschalk home they found the 
family waiting for them. But it was dead) Ten minutes before they came 
Gottschalk had killed his wife, his child. and himself 

The incident was a hidcous one. and the story spread over Berlin like wild- 
fire German women who had cricd their eves dry at ther hero's performance 
as a war cripple on the screen were horrified To people already sickencd 
by the spate of anti-lewish propeganda this news seemed the last straw 

Men and women said at street corners that Gotischalk had killed himecif. 
It was truc, but there was another eminent suicide on the day Gottschalk 
died 

Goebbels also killed bimsclf —and although the rest of the world does not 
know it, it remains a fact that he died for ever on that autumn day last year 
But he has not been buried yet...

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MIDDLE EAST 
| PERIL 


WHILE only incurable self-deception would deny the 
Seriousness of the Libyan setback or minimise the 
gravity of the situation it has produced, almost as mis- 
taken and mischievous must be any hasty and sweeping 
criticism dictated by anger in ignorance of the full 
facts, or induced, whether consciously or unconsciously, 
by what THe TIMEs calls “ those narrow and backward- 
looking prejudices which are still sometimes found 
lurking in unexpected quarters.” After all, the nation 
was warned some time ago by the Prime Minister to be 
prepared for hard knocks, and this warning was given, 
moreover, On an occasion when Mr. Churchill declared 
that for the first time he could see the certainty of 
victory. Thoughtful people can have had no illusions 
on this point in view of the hard and testing time which 
had to pass while we were overtaking Germany's ten 
Or more years start in war preparation—when the 
country had unavoidably to play for time in which 
to mobilise its latent resources. It ts only just to assert 
that the overwhelming majority of the people do grasp 
the bitter realities of the position, however sharply 
ill-tortune may sting. . They are aware that if we have 
made mistakes they are almost small in comparison 
with the gigantic blunders of the other side culminafing 
in the German catastrophe on ,the Russian steppes last 
winter. The free peoples are not prepared to be out- 
done in fortitude by the Nazi hordes who, ‘to-day, are 
again fighting with a reckless determination apparently 
undiminished. Living up to the national tradition of 
calmly and coolly facing misfortune, the British people 
know that what is clamorously called for 1s not 
hysteria, or heated recrimination, or scapegoat-hunting, 
but a resolute search for weaknesses and their forth- 
right eradication. Ait the moment it seems that the hunt 
is up in political quarters. It may easily become a 
futile and counsel-darkening expedient. We Jews, who 
have been cast immemorially in the role of the victim- 
ised animal, have sufficient experience and, therefore, 
the right to offer a warning. 

Is it not better, while coolly considering this admit- 
iedly difficult position, to seek out the vulnerable points 
of the enemy, and thither to direct, with united will, the 
swiftly gathering resources of the nation? His major 
trouble is undoubtedly his dwindling man-power. This 
has been clearly asserted by his wholesale enslavement 
of subject peoples in order to free German workers for 
the tighting fronts. His latest bargain with Laval for 
French workers merely confirms it. victories 
are bleeding his man-power white, and to-day the 
German cry of the last war is being heard once again— 
“wir siegen uny todt! The day may not be tar distant 
when Hitler will declare. after the manner of the 
general in the classic story: “ One more such victory 
and | return to Berlin alone!” 

In this dilemma the. German's plain course is to dis- 
perse and weaken the man-power of Britain, so that if 
he cannot increase his own man-power 1n itself, he can 
do sO relatively. For this purpose, and in the light of 
Ronmmmel’s recent success, his most obvious move ts to 
stir up the anti-British elements in the Near East. The 
Arabs of Palestine, for instance, sull retain many of 
the arms used in their rising a few years ago. The ex- 
Mufti of Jerusalem, now an honoured guest of the 
Nazis. daily broadcasts incitements to his former bandtt 
eangs. Surely here is a case for prompt counteractive 
action. In the course of such action certain steps would 
secm to be indicated beyond any question. First, round 
up wie lurking fifth-column leaders. Next, mobilise the 
fighting power of the pro-British elements throughout 
the Near East, especially the Jews of Palestine—a com- 
munity, by the way, so pathetically loyal that, alone 
among the King’s subjects, they celebrated His Majesty's 
recent birthday by closing the schools and organising 
special services in their places of worship, at which 
prayers were offered up for the victory of the Imperial 
and Allied forces, as well as for peace and justice for all 
nations. 

There are 100,000 Jews in the Near East who yearn 
only that this loyalty may be put to the test. Of these 
(as has been pointed out by Captain Jeremiah Helpern, 
the representative in Britain of the American Committee 
for a Jewish Army), 40,000 are trained men, and skilled 
guerrilla fighters, as they proved up to the hilt during 
the Arab revolt. They are the very men to confuse 
Nazi invaders, bedevil their efforts, and neutralise the 
value of the Germans’ strife-raising tactics. Mean- 
while the remainder of their comrades, reinforced by 
volunteers from other free countries, will stand ready 
for employment in Palestine or elsewhere as regular 
troops. “ Send us,” they plead, “ to the spots of greatest 
danger.” All that they ask is that, like the Jewish 

‘Regiment in the last war, or the Free French and others 


4m this war, they be allowed to fight their own Jewish 
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battle as Jews, and under the Jewish banner. That is 
not an unreasoning request to make, It is the un- 
questionable birthright of all except bond-slaves. This 
fundamental principle of the right of Jews to fight -as 
Jews was conceded by Mr. Churchill over a year ago. 
But it still remains unfulfilled! Now in this crisis of 
the nation’s and the world’s destinies, how can it be 
any longer disregarded in the vain pursuit of the will-o’- 
the-wisp of Arab appeasement? This is no question 
solely of swelling the Allied armies with new recruits, 
invaluable though that would be ata time when man- 
power is an anxiety not for Nazis alone. It is not only 
a question of the advantage of having the men there on 
the spot without the®need for precious sea transport. 
Nor is it a question of mere numbers; but of securing 
the supreme fighting value of men roused to frenzy by 
the insults and cruelties their people have suffered, men 
who will fight like tigers for their own homesteads, for 
the smiling fields they have reclaimed from the desert 
with the sweat of their brow, for the land which is dear 
to them, and for the loss of which they have wept and 
for whose restoration they have prayed through whole 
generations of time.. This is the precious gift which ts 
now, once again, proffered to Britain. but ignored, if not 
spurned. 

The Jews’ faith in the essential greatness. of 
Britain’s soul is never shaken. They do not for one 
moment believe that this refusal has the consent of the 
fair and just British people. The people of Britain 
themselves have risen in their own defence. Jews 
demand the samé right to play the man in the hour of 
decision instead of having their Jewish cause, their 
Jewish honour, hidden in other formations. Even 
to-day it is not too late to give the word. But there ts 
no time to lose. The time is now, and a word from the 
Prime Minister would do it. It is this conviction that 
has led to the appeal which has. been addressed to Mr. 
Churchill during his visit to Washington by thousands 
of Jews and non-Jews. A principle of great significance 
is involved. And it is unnecessary to remind the people 
of this country of the relative weight of the physical to 
the moral in the inscrutable complexities of war. The 
Power that stilled the sun in Gibeon and the moon in the 
valley of Ajalon will yet work mighty miracles for 
“the righteous nation which keepeth the truth.” 


PASS IT ON 

THE paper shortage in this country grows ever) day more 
acute and imposes upon newspapers increasing circulation 
difficulties. Nor, despite all measures to ease the situation, 
is there any prospect of improvement so long as the war 
lasts. In these circumstances THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 1n 
common with all papers, has had to its intense regret not 
only to reduce the number of its pages, and the size of much 
of the type in which they are printed, but to ration severely 
also its advertising space,’as well as to stop all increase in 
the number of copies printed. Thus it is compelled to 
disappoint numerous would-be new readers and also .old 
readers of many years standing. A conscientious circulation 
staff has striven against hopeless difficulties to adjust as 
fairly as possible the inevitable “ rationing” of supplies in- 
volved—-for the “ freezing * of the circulation of a paper the 
demand for which is very much on the increase in point of 
fact works out as the equivalent of a cutting down of 
supplies. It is quite useless and unjust to blame newsagents, 
wholesale or refail, for conditions which they did not 
create and are powerless to control. Far better would it 
be if those who receive the “Chronicle ” would, when they 
have finished with it, pass it on to others who do not 
on the understanding, or in the hope, that the favour would 
be reciprocated if the necessity arose. This would not be 
a new thing in the paper's history, for the “ Chronicle ” 
earned the reputation in pre-war days of being the most 
* passed-on’”’ of all periodicals in this country. But there 
has never before been the same pressing motive. It would, 
after all, be only just one additional step in the sharing of 
the war's burdens which all decent citizens willingly accept; 
and it would be an act of true brotherly kindness and con- 
sideration. We would most strongly urge it upon all 
our readers.

A BAD OLD HABIT 


lo a British-Jewish Community already richly endowed, 
and over-endowed, with organisations, the refugees in our 
midst are busily engaged adding a big quota of their own. 
This indefatigable activity takes twe forms. One is the 
creation of new societies. The other is the setting up of 
specific national groups of their own within Jewish organi- 
sations already existing. One can understand their motive 
for this characteristically Jewish process of division and 
infinite subdivision—the longing to work in more intimate 
surroundings with those who understand them most and, 
as they perhaps believe, understand them best. But they 
also betray an indifference to the wider team spirit, and 
when the new societies and the sub-societies take to mutual 
rivalry the prospects of confusion and general sterilisa- 
tion of effort become uncomfortably great. It is suggested, 
with all good feeling, that our refugee friends are best 
located in the British Jewish organisations already provided, 
and in which they have full liberty to make their voices 
heard. Moreover, such an attitude of confidence would be 
at least a fitting return for the prolonged work which these 
bodies have performed on their behalf. Assuredly there 
are few in the Community who would welcome the creation 
of Jewish organisations here on the much-divided and 
Continental pattern. 


OUR RUSSIAN ALLIES 


Wit the first anniversary of Hitler’s treacherous attack 
on Russia. there has come the announcement of the forma- 
tion of “ The Jewish 1942 Committee,” with the set purpose 
of answering several appeals of representative Russian Jews 
to their coreligionist¢ in the free lands for active help in 
the fight against Fascism and in particular of establishing 
a cu-tural link between the Jews of Britain and those of 
the Soviet Union. Those appeals have already elicited 
strong and influentia! sympathy in Palestine and America, 
and it cannot be doubted that an equally fervent response 
will come from the Jewry of these islands. Our Russian 
coreligionists appeal to us, and with good cause, as Jews. 
For Soviet Russia has one particular claim to Jewish sup- 
port: she is the only country in which anti-Semitism is 
punishable by the State, and in which that sinister aberra- 
tion bas no status as a “problem.” But, of course, it ts 
on far broader grounds that the plea for Jewish co-operation 
is justified—the fact that the armies -and citizens of the 
Union to-day stand between the freedom of two Continents 
and its submerging by the tide of Nazi savagery. If their 
gallantry and fortitude, unexampled and, by the Nazis, 
unanticipated, should be overborne and engulfed, a major 
and perhaps irretrievable disaster would come for the 
United Nations and all the precious things of the mind 
and spirit for which they are battling. Then indeed would 
the lamps go out not only over Jewry but throughout 
the world. 


To-day, however, it is not only a matter of beating down, 
and destroying for all time, the Nazi barbarian, but of 
facilitating that close collaboration between Russia and the 
free nations upon which the post-war better world is to 
be builded. To further this comradeship, as Sir Stafford 
Cripps warns us, admiration alone is not enough, What 
is also imperative ts understanding. That vital need—vital 
too, incidentally, in the case of the Jews everywhere-—is 
being wisely kept in mind by the Jewish 1942 Committee. 


THE COLONIAL OFFICE OUTLOOK 


Tue spokesmen of the Colonial Office seem determined to 
miss no Opportunity of making clear their desire to dis- 
courage Zionism and to reverse as far as legalistic ingenuity 
will permit the process of implementing Britain's solemn 
pledges in regard to the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 
Recently, it will be recalled, Lord Moyne (until a few 
months ago Colonial Secretary), in supporting his successor 
in a House of Lords debate, spoke in terms which left no 
doubt that he personally regarded the National Home in 
Palestine as just another dump of Jews in the Diaspora 
and as very much of a nuisance to Colonial Office policy. 
He made it plain that if only some more remote and. if 
possible, uninhabited spot could be found to which to 
transport these bothersome Jews, he would rejoice, 


On Wednesday, the Colonial Under-Secretary, Mr. Mac- 
millan, turned on Mr. James de Rothschild, who amongst 
a great deal of praise for Mr. Macmillan had ventured to 
criticise Lord Moyne’s speech in the Lords. Mr. Macmillan 
promptly jumped on the amiable Member for Ely, with a 
about the curious speeches of “ Mr. de Rothschild’s 
friends an obvious dig referring to Lord Wedgwood's 
Various utterances on Palestine. And then the Under- 
Secretary proceeded to declare that Lord Moyne’s speech 
could not do any harm! Seeing that earlier in the dav 
the Under-Secretary had inferentially appropriated in 
cheertul phrases the magnificent constructive work of the 
Jews in Palestine to the glory account of the Colonial 
Office, there is only one description of his subsequent quasi- 
endorsement of Lord Moyne-——Chutzpah ! 


A B.B.C. ANNOUNCEMENT 

Last Friday, in the six o'clock news, the B.B.C. reported 
two cases of siolation of war-time regulations. The first 
concerned a non-Jew. Nothing was said about him by 
way of personal description. The second concerned a 
Jew. He was introduced as “a Jewish refugee.” This 
difference of treatment struck harshly on the ear. In the 
thus placarded “Jewish” case the charge against the 
defendant was that he failed to demand an_ invoice 
lor his purchase of a lighter and that he did not 
notily the authorities that a seller had failed to furnish 
an immvoice. No one, of course, will be disposed to 
pardon these breaches of regulations which were designed 
to help the authorities to carry out important controls. But 
what necessity was there to add to the report of the trial 
of these simple legal offences a statement of the offender's 
religion and status? These embroideries were quite irrelevant 
Their only effect, when presented in court. and repeated 
Over the air and in the Press, must have been to raise a 
cloud of prejudice against all Jews and all refugees. The 
B.B.C., although in point of “circulation” far and 
away the greatest offender in this case, was not alone. 


The truth is that, quite innocently, Broadcasting House 
has simply been playing Dr. Goebbels’s game summed up 
in the vicious old maxim of “divide and conquer.” A 
deep-seated prejudice has been given*all the reinforcement 
of what many ill-informed regard as quasi-official authority. 
It is upon the iteration and reiteration of anti-Jew allega- 
tions that anti-Jewish malevolence relies for the widening 
acceptance of its anti-social and anti-national creed. That 
its calculation is a shrewd one can be gathered from the 
extraordinary fact that in time the endless repetition begins 
to infect and warp even the minds of some Jews themselves, 
as we sometimes have sad reason to infer from communi- 
cations from Jews to this paper. Until truly patriotic dis- 
tributors of news wake up to the folly of the “Jew” 
obsession, the danger of a German “ second front” on the 
highways and byways of Britain will persist and grow,

MANCHESTER T.A.C. TACKLES 
PROBLEMS 


At the monthly meetng of the Area Administrative Council 
of the F.A.C., Mr. Hyman Weinberg, who presided, reported 
that the flew section for the furniture trade was making good 
progress. Mr. M. Burman said that as a result of negotiations 
with the wholesale oil distributors it was hoped that price and 
allocation dithculties would be greatly mproved 

Mr. Sol Almond, Chairman ot the Waterproof Section, pointed 
out that owing to Government designation of manulacturers, 
small firms were threatened with extinction. He felt the T.A.C. 
ought to do something to help these firms ta survive—otherwise 
a heavy burden would be placed on the Community. 

A Consumers’ Advisory Committee of the T.A.C. was formed 
on Sunday at a meeting of Trade Union and Friendly Society 
delegates held at Frankenburg House. 

Mr. Hyman Weinberg, Chairman of the Manchester Area 
Council, who presided, spoke of the complaints—of high prices 
and otf toodstuffs—made to the [.A.C. by 
Frade Union representatives. The new Committee would help 
in negotiations with authorities and traders in taking steps to 
stop abuses and improve conditions. 

Mr. M. Goldstone said “ we of the working classes cannot 
ect fowls, but the rich get them.” Mr. Manney said it was 
a mystery to him how the caterers are able to serve large 
quantities of poultry for festivities. Mr. M,. Gadian pointed 
out that many Jews were obliged to eat “ trefa ” food because 
Jewish tood was too dear. Hf prices were brought down, they 
could return to Jewish food. Mr. S. Hecht said some form of 
rationing and registration for poultry should be introduced.

Warning that dire perils faced world Jewry and it was of 
paramount importance to have one organisation, such as the 
World Jewish Congress, to speak on their behalf, Mrs. Archi- 
bald Silverman and Mr. A. L. Easterman addressed a special 
delegate mecting of the Glasgow Jewish Representative Council 
last week on the work of the Congress. 

None of the world problems could be solved unless the 
Jewish problem was solved, Mrs. Silverman said. Weak, 
broken, and dismembered as they were, if they could only unite 
as Jews and shout with one voice, “ We are Jews, and we 
demand the rights of human beings—and no more,” they 
would get them. They had done enough grovelling in the dust 
before governments. They must stand together now, and 
prepare the case which they would place before the Peace 
Conterence. 

Mr. Easterman said that the problems which would face Jewry 
alter the war would be incalculable. They would have to 
restore to life something like 4,000,000 Jews: there would be 
the question of the refugees from Europe, the question of State- 
less Jews, and the question of Jews outside Europe. Time was 
short, and cvents were pressing heavily, and if Jews were dis- 
organised they would be in a fatal position. They must lay the 
foundations of a strong and vigorous organisation which would 
jepresent world Jewry.

In every field of the war the Jews of 
this country are fiehting side by side with their non-Jewish fcllow-cityens 
and are contributing their utmost to the war effort in every possible way. 
They regard no sacrifice too ereat that will ensure victory over Hitlerie 
Germany and her associates and a peace which will restore irecdom a 
civilised progress to all peoples throughout the world.” 

The report was adopted.

CAREERS ADVICE 


An important decision affecting both present and future 
stydents has been taken by the authorities of Leeds University. 
To enable students to complete their university education as 
quickly as possible. and so_ become available for work of 
national importance, arrangements have been made to compress 
into the space of two years and one term courses for degrees 
and diplomas in the Faculties of Arts, Science, and Economics, 
and Conimerce which normally cover three whole academic 
years. This will be done, without altering the content of the 
courses, by increasing the Jength of the three terms and by 
freeing for teaching certain periods generally devoted to 
examinations. Thus. for the nine terms which normally com- 

rise the degree course will be substituted seven terms of 
lomaer duration. It should be clearly understood that this 
arrangement is a war-time measure only. 


In view of the importance of cotton yarn production, the

UTILITY CLOTHES 8x, 


By AUNTIE 


ERHAPS the most necessary feature of 
Our life, after tood, i clothing. Certainly 
clothes always hold an interest for every 


man, woman, and child. so it was not to 
be wondered at that, after the Government had 
directed the fat distribution of food and 
alhed commodities, they had to turn’ then 
alicntion to the question of} clothes. 

Almost the first chapter of Genesis is con- 
cerned with clothes, for God Himself fashioned 
garments for Adam and Eve trom fig leaves. 
Ihroughout the Bible stories there are many 
references to the clothes which the people wore. 
Abraham, the acme of hospitality, who had 
foug gates to his house, facing north, south, 
east, and west, so that all strangers might eat 
and refresh themselves, is also said to have 
given clothes to any poorly-clad person that 
chanced to come, and kept such a magnificent 
array of clothes that he could always give the 
poor man the garments of his choice. A 
present of a coat was evidently often a mark 
of favour, and Jacob, to show his great love 
for his son Joseph, made it as beautiful as he 
could, in many colours. In return, when 
Joseph met his brothers again in Egypt, he 
gave them all two changes of raiment, one for 
use on the weekdays and one for Sabbath, and 
when they were going to be presented to 
Pharaoh, Joseph had garments embroidered 
for his brothers with gold and silver, so that 
the King was well pleased to see men of such 
heroic stature and handsome appeararice. 

The garments that the Israelites wore in the 
wilderness proved to be real utility clothes. 
There was no need of renewal during their 40 
years’ mafch in the desert. The robe of purple 
with which the angels clothed cach one among 
them at their exodus from Egypt, it is said, 
remained ever new, and, as a snail's shell 
grows with the snail, so did their garments 
grow with them and the clouds of glory caused 
them to remain clean and perfect. Fire could 
not injure these garments, and they kept the 
same clothing throughout the 40 years. 

While Moses was with God, before the giving 
of the Ten Commandments, the Almighty 


celesuual temple, and the four colours that he 
was to u@ in making the garments for the 
Pabernacle. Moses found it difficult to remem- 
ber the colours, and God said to him, “ Turn 
to the right,” and as he turned he saw a host 
of angels in garments of the colour of the sea. 
* This,” said God, “1s violet. Now turn to 
the left.” Then Moses saw angels in a deep 
red, and God said, * This is royal purple,” and 
told him to turn to the rear. Moses saw 
angels robed in a colour that was neither 
purple nor violct, and God said to him, “ This 
colour crimson.” Again Moses turned 
about and saw angels robed in white, and God 
said, “ This is the colour of twisted linen.” 

When Moses came down from the Mount, 
he told the women, and they were most eagér 
to contribute their mite. They were especially 
active in producing the woollen hangings, and 
it is said that the-goats came every day and 
offered the women their wool for the hangings 
of the Tabernacle. 

Once upon a time, a few pious Jews lived in 
Hebron who were particularly hospitable. 
When strangers came to the cave ot Mach- 
pelah to pray there, the inhabitants of the 
place almost quarrelled with each other for the 
privilege of entertaining the guests. One year, 
on the Eve of Yom Kippur, it appeared that 
they had only nine men for the Minyan, and 
they grew very anxious indeed, but great was 
their joy when, almost at sunset, they saw a 
silver-bearded old man coming towards them. 
His clothing was tattered, but they ran to mect 
him, gave him food and new white garments, 
and went to the Synagogue for the fast. Next 
evening, when the great day was ended, they 
all wanted to take the stranger home, but, on 
casting lots, it fell to the good fortune of the 
beadlie to entertain him. On the way to the 
house, however, the stranger disappeared and 
the beadle formed a search party for him. Just 
towards morning the lost guest appeared to the 
beadle in magnificent garments, studded with 
gems. Before the frightened beadle could 
speak, the stranger said, “I am Abraham, 
your ancestor, who rests in the Cave of Mach- 
pelah. When I saw how grieved you were at 
not having a Minyan I came forth to you. Do 
not be afraid. Rejoice and be merry of heart.”

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


God and Righteousness 


HIS week's prophetic lesson contains Micah’s wonder- 
Tiu saying: “He hath shewed thee, O man, what is 
good; and what doth the Lord require of thee, but to 
do justly, and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy 
God” (vi,“8). It is a jewel among the precious treasures 
of the Bible. It hardly requires explanation. We know 
what is good and true and we are able-to follow the good 
and true in our actions. God, who has created man, has 
created him thus. He has created us in His own image. 
That is the whole explanation.: We can make it clear by 
refraining from our own words and simply quoting Deut. 
xxx, 11-14: “For this commandment which | command 
thee this day, it is not hidden from thee, neither is it far 
off. It is not in Heaven that thou shouldest say,Who shall 
go up for us to Heaven, and bring it unto us, that we may 
hear it, and do it? ... But the word is very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, that thou mayest do it.” 
Looking back to some interpretations coming from people 
who profess that ethics need not be connected with belief 
in God, we must be extremely careful not to misunderstand 
Micah’s word. It was misunderstood. People said justice, 
truth, mercy—-there are no nobler things in the world; 
let us be true followers of these ideals. But they said so 
meaning that these ideals are sufficient in themselves, and 
being ethical ideals are not necessarily connected with belief 
in God, That was how through a wrong interpretation our 
prophets were falsified. It seemed at first a small difference, 
but the’ consequence proved to be ef immense ismportance. 
In the world of the spirit. small differences matter. A 
whole generation went astray, and, understanding their 
error, we do not say too much if we assert that we have 
discovered the roots of an age which finally became the 
age of Hitlerism. 


HIS was their argument: justice is a human conception, 
no doubt a conception proper to every human being. 
Why speak of God? We speak of justice, and, doing so, 
we have everything which is essential to humanity. That 
was the first step. Many may think, a harmless step. But 
this first step inevitably brought about a second step. If 
justice and spirit are only human conceptions and not com- 
mandments of God, why not try such conceptions as power 
and physical energy? Why truth and mercy? Let us 
try to live by lies and cruelty they said.. Perhaps we shall 
get along better, especially where politics are concerned, 
and what is not concerned with politics? And so the 
Hitlerite age arose—all over the world. Ethics without 
God, that was the first step. The second step led to 
collaboration with the forces of evil. 

In reading our prophetic lesson thrs week, we must try 
to plumb its very depths. “He hath shewed thee, O man, 
what is good: and what doth the Lord require of thee, but 
to do justly, and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God?” This ts the message of 4 prophet, of a man 
believing in God, and not of a university professor lecturing 
about ethics. Justice ts, for the prophet, obedience to God. 
And it is really so. Otherwise -justice loses its power, loses 
its ability to change this world, to prepare the way for the 
Kingdom ef God 

It would be wrong to see ethics and religion separated. 
Real ethics, the real understanding of the commandment 
to do justice, lead inevitable to belict in God. The world 
was shocked when it heard the Nazi definition of what ts 
good. Good is, so the Nazi jurist explained, what ts most 
expedient for the people, that is, the German people. But 
is there any other way of understanding the vood if one 
refuses the definition “Good is what God demands trom 
you"? The Nazis went the way which the orthodox Marxist 
opened out for, them, explaining justice, truth, and othe: 
spiritual values as only the cultural ~ superstructure ~ of a 
world whose only laws are economic. Justice, according to 
them, is the device of the economically dominant class tor 
preserving its own interests. 


TT HERE is to-day a cry for justice in the world. The world 

has experienced so much injustice that the mere word 
justice becomes the programme of all who hope and strive 
for a better world.

HOME PAGE | Some thoughts of a woman on 


THE POST-WAR HOME 


HERE is considerable evidence to 

show that post-war planning will have 

to take first consideration of the war's 

most sorely tried victim, the home, and 
that those now exercising their minds with 
claborate schemes for the bringing about 
of a better world have come to realise 
that the home is the starting point for 
many domestic and social reforms. Two 
exhibitions have been held in London in 
the past month, “ Housing and Planning,” 
an exhibition organised by the Housing 
Centre and held appropriately cnough at 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
ang “ The Home We Live In,” an exhibi- 
tion organised by the Council for the 
Encouragement of Music and Arts, and 
declared open by Sir Stafford Cripps. This 
latter exhibition is now on tour in the 
provinces. 

Lecturing at the Royal Society of Arts 
on “ Household Fabrics,” Mr, Holbrook 
Jackson made some speculations about the 
homes of the future. He foresaw a public 
living in smaller houses and flats, and an 
extension of community catering and 
entertainment. A speaker, however, at the 
same gathering believed that there would 
be a reaction back to the Englishman's 
home on the part of young people alter 
the war, and this view is shared by Pro- 
fessor Joad, who at a recent “ Brains 
Trust ” session made so bold as to assert 
that he understood the notoriously com- 
piex mind of woman and that most of the 
young women now regimented for war 
work would revert violently to the simple:

Hikt arc some suggestions for using up 
every scrap of stale bread so that nol 
even a traction of crust gets wasted 

VWheatmealies.—Cut bread into smal! 
hes in. thick. Spread on flat tin and 
bake till Crisp. Serve in place of breaktast 
cereal with sugar and milk. or as croutons 
with thick veuectable soup, or as a sweet 
with stewed fruit and custard. 

Bread Biscuits.-—C ut thin slices of bread 
mio tancy shapes. For sweet biscuits brush 
over with milk and sprinkle with sugar or 
sugar and cocoa. Bake till crisp. For 
savoury brush with melted mar- 
garine or milk, and sprinkle with grated 
cheese or celery salt and bake till crisp. 

Bread rusks.—Cut left over bread. into 
neat hogers, triangles, or squares about 
‘+ m, thek. Bake in a warm oven till 
crisp and golden brown. Pack in an air- 
teht tin and they will keep for months— 
an excellent emergency store. 

Soaked Bread.—The stalest bread, 
including crust can be used for puddings, 
cic, if properly prepared. Break up 


bread into small pieces, put into bow!l,- 


cover completely with cold water and 
soak ull soft. If the bread is to be used 
lor a savoury then soak fn vegetable water. 
When soft drain off water and squeeze the 
bread very dry. Put back in bowl and 
beat with a fork till it is quite free from 
lumps and pieces of crust, and the mixture 
is smooth and creamy. Beat thoroughly 
and the result will be a smooth spongy 
texture, instead of a dull heavy pudding.

on the grounds of economy and hygiene 
should be included in every home. Yet 
the almost leisured housewife must keep 
them clean and defrosted, refill the water 
trays, and carefully wipe up the water 
spilt on the kitchen floor in the process. 

The two exhibitions mentioned above 
have some good suggestions for the 
improvement of the home, which are based 
on the practical experience of working 
housewives, and it is devoutly to be hoped 
that any post-war scheme of building will 
incorporate some of their underlying 
principles, and that the millions of homes 
which will be demanded when victory 1s 
won will be provided with an eye to the 
comfort, convenience, and cultural 
development of their inmates as a first 
consideration. 

But there must not be overlooked the 
existence of some woman who, while 
almost relieved of the ardours of house- 
keeping, yet clects to be always at call, to 
plan and arrange the family’s needs, organ- 
ise their wardrobes, superintend the dis- 
patch of soiled linen to the laundry and 
receive and dispose of it on its regener- 
ated return, have, at least, a rudimentary 
knowledge of ictetics, of elementary 
nursing, of infant weltare and child guid- 
ance, and retain her presence of mind 
when accidents occur and have a grasp 
of first-aid. She must in short resemble 
the picture of her so memorably = por- 
traved in the word picture of the Bible 
the Eshet Chavil. 


Taken for Granted 


That. in short, ts the rub in all the 
otherwise grand schemes for making home 
work a picnic. It just takes for granted 


the hand that turns the screw that works 


the wheels that make the thingumebob go. 
And that is why in all future planning for 
homes. proper respect, consideration, and 
acknowledgment must be given to the 
woman who makes of home-making a 
successful job. She is not, as popularly 
supposed, somebody less intellectually 
gifted than her sister whose métier is to 
teach, type, serve behind a counter, act, 
dance, write, or paint. On the contrary, 
she may well have the ability and the 
capacity to do all these things as well as 
or better than the women who have turned 
their back on home resporfsibilities. 
Home-ma@®ing is a public service which 
it is incumbent upon woman to perform 
at some time in her hfe, very much as it ts 
incumbent upon fit men of military age 
to learn the business of the defence ol 
their country. But no more than the great 
citizen armies of our times are 
to go soldierme all their days should any 
woman be condemned against her will to 
the drudgery of home-making by econ- 
omic pressure or sex-discriminating legis- 
lation, practice, or favour. True equality 
ot the sexes is the real basis of successful 
home-making. in which men and women 
recognise each ‘others problems, each 
others value in spheres outside the home, 
and so plan their home and tasks accord- 
ingiv. Only in such conditions will the 
shining, gadget-tilled homes of the future 
be tirmlv and satisfactoriv established.

BROADCASTS TO JEWS IN GERMANY 
A Refugee Proposal 


A plea to the authorities to allow German-Jewish refugees 
in Britain to organise specialised propaganda for Jews still in 
(iermany was made at a recent Youth Gonlevenes in Glasgow. 
The speaker, Mr. Kurt Fuld, referred to underground German- 
Jewish organisations. and complained that British propaganda 
was neglecting German Jewry. 

The Conference, which was held at the Christian Institute, 
Bothwell Street, dealt with various aspects of the life of German 
youth both inside and outside Germany. It was stressed that 
only by vigorous anti-Hitler action now. would German youth 
be able to redeem themselves and their country. The deter- 
mination to maintain links with all free youth was applauded 
by a large audience, There were representatives not only from 
other refugee youth bodies, but also from Chinese and Indian 
organisations, and Churches, Girl Guides, and Boy Scouts. 


MORE AUSTRIAN HELP 


Arrangements for the full utilisation of Austrians in Britain 
are proceeding apace (writes a JEwisH CHRONICLE representative). 
Preparations are being made for the registration of Austrians, 
to be carried out shortly. This registration is envisaged as a 
kind of “ moral conscription,” whereby those who register 
undertake to contribute their very best to the war effort of 
the Alhes and the liberation of Austria, 

Phe Co-operative of Austrian Needlewomen have 
an official permit, stamped “as a contribution to the war 
effort.’ So successful has this work been that a new 
workshop with power machines has already Been opened and 
work has been received from as far away as South Wales. 
New members, however, are required.
